New  1990  industry  and  occupation  projection  information  will  be  published  in  May. 
Both  industry  and  occupational  growth  is  less  than  the  previous  projection  -  a 
reflection  of  Montana's  slower  economic  prosperity. 


Montana  in  Review 
1985 


Montana's  economic  prosperity  was  minunal  in  1985.  Meanv^le,  the 
national  economy  is  continuing  a  growth  period  unmatched  in  recent 
business  cycles. 

After  a  two  year  improvement,  Montana's  1985  nonf arm  wage  and  salary 
employment  survey  indicates  2,700  fewer  jobs  existing  than  in  the 
previous  year.  This  1.0  percent  workforce  reduction  compares 
unfavorably  to  the  nation's  3.4  percent  increase  in  jobs.  Half  way 
through  1985  employment  levels  in  Montana  and  only  three  other  states 
was  less  than  one  year  ago. 

Montana's  services  industry  is  the  only  major  industry  maintaining 
growth  in  1985.  Industries  leading  the  job  losses  were  mining, 
manufacturing,  wholesale  trade,  and  construction.  The  Annual  Planning 
Information  publication  will  have  an  in-depth  review  and  outlook  of 
the  state's  major  industries. 

Several  factors  are  contributing  to  Montana's  economic  erosion. 

1.  Agriculture  is  experiencing  a  sharp  decline  in  revenue 
that  was  created  by  the  past  drought  and  the  low  crop 
prices.  Montana's  drought  was  the  worst  in  at  least 
twenty  years. 

2.  New  business  startups  were  fewer  than  any  of  the  previous 
years  since  1981. 

3.  The  oil  and  gas  exploration  activity  has  been  dwindling 


since  its  pciik  m   1981.   Diilliag  rig  results  iii  this 
industry  are  down  40  to  50  percent. 
A.  The  construction  industry  is  showing  a  strong  decline  in 
both  housing  development  and  comnercial  projects. 

5.  The  lumber  and  woods  industry  is  continuing  to  struggle 
in  a  very  cornpetative  market.  Many  lumber  mills  have 
closed  throughout  the  northwestern  United  States,  but 
the  production  capacity  is  still  greater  than  product 
demand. 

6.  Montana  is  continuing  a  weak  recovery  brought  on  by  the 

loss  of  several  thousand  basic  jobs  during  of  the  early  1980' s. 

Current  estimates  of  non  agricultural  earnings  for  prodioction  workers 
indicates  that  average  earnings  improving  by  2.7  percent  from  1984  to 
1985.  However,  Montana  is  losing  ground  with  the  national  average  weekly 
earnings.  In  1982  Montana's  average  weekly  earnings  was  nearly  one 
percent  more  than  the  U.S.  average,  and  in  1985  Montana's  pay  for 
production  workers  became  five  percent  less  than  the  national  average. 

Montana's  unemployment  rate  is  increasing  again.  The  unemployment 
rate  shifted  from  7.4  percent  in  1984  to  7.7  percent  in  1985.  The 
national  unenployment  rate  is  showing  a  positive  change  -  declining 
from  7.5  percent  to  7.2  percent.  Montana's  1985  unemployment  rate 
became  greater  than  the  national  rate  for  the  first  time  since  1978. 


1987  Population  and  Civilian  Labor  Force  Outlook 

A  positive  outlook  has  been  projected  for  Montana's  1987  civilian  labor 
force.  E)ropping  to  7.2  percent,  the  unemployment  rate  in  1987  will  be 
the  lowest  since  1981.  In  the  next  two  years,  unemployed  persons  will 
be  slightly  fewer  than  the  current  jobless  count.  Economic  activity 
should  allow  enplojnitent  to  increase  by  7,500  workers  over  the  next  two 
years.  This  job  expansion  amounts  to  a  one  percent  annual  increase  -  low 
by  historical  standards. 

Demographics  and  a  continuing  weak  state  econon^'-  keeps  the  job  growth 
modest.  Fewer  youth  will  be  entering  the  labor  force  as  the  'TDaby  boom" 
generation  ages.  Montana's  economic  dependency  on  natural  resources 
creates  a  slow  prosperity  outlook  under  current  world  market  conditions. 

Population  increases  are  occurring  at  a  slower  rate.  Revised  Montana 
population  in  1985  was  826,000,  v^ich  is  only  a  3,000  enlargement  from 
the  previous  year.   In  1987,  the  state's  population  is  expected  to  be 
834,000.  This  would  be  an  increase  of  4,000  per  year  from  1985 's 
population  figure. 

Montana's  population  increased  by  five  percent  in  the  period  1980 
through  1985.  In  comparison,  the  growth  rate  of  the  western  region  of 
the  United  States  amounted  to  10.8  percent  while  the  nation  experienced 
a  5.4  percent  increase  in  population. 

Montana's  population  increase  is  mainly  attributed  to  more  births  than 


deaths  balanced  against  a  net  migraticn  factor  of  zero.  That  is,  about 
the  same  number  of  people  left  the  state  as  moved  here  between  1980  and 
1985,  v^le  the  birth  rate  accounted  for  the  39,000  person  increase.
